CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


I. CONCLUSION ; 

There is a need for personnel in the 
Domestic Intelligence Division to be made more aware 
of the meaning and significance of communications 
intelligence. (Communications intelligence is-the 
interception of communications of other countries, 
by wire or radio, by a third party for whom the com¬ 
munications were not intended.) 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 



(1) The Domestic Intelligence 
Division should proceed with taking the 
necessary steps to insure that all personnel 
of the Domestic Intelligence Division have 
a briefing as to the meaning and significance 
of communications intelligence and the security 
provisions for handling coimtiunications 
intelligence as set out by the United States 


Intelligence Board, 




(2) On the occasion of Agent and 
clerical personnel being transferred out of

In general, it is felt that playing radio programs

Although it may be highly desirable to use radio music 
in a^plant or lookout to improve over-all security, as well as 
a countermeasure against eavesdropping, it is not felt that it 
would' be appropriate for general use as suggested by SA Suter; 

It is noted that the cost for such radios for 524 
Resident Agencies would probably be at least $7,860* Maintenance

Justice* Department space. Both rooms open into the Great Hall, 
which is readily accessible from the courtyard. The Bureau’s 
telephone trunks pass through the Justice frame room,'^and the dial 
tor the Bureau’s 2-digit dial intercom system is ifr^hisf 
frame room. There is no available space to relocate our jfaciJ- 
ities, which were installed there initially years ago, and if* 
there were space to relocate them the cost would be prohibitive 
especially in view of the Bureau’s contemplated move to Cur o;w 
building in a few years, 

On 6/19/68 one of our employees checked the Justi 
frame, room and found it unlocked and unattended. The pu'blic-'has 
access, normally to the Justice Building during regular working* 
hoi^s. Necessity for keeping the Justice frame room locked to 
eliminat^e^possibility of anyone entering to disrupt Department or 
Bureau phone facilities has jpreviousiy, and again on 6/19/68, been 
called to; the Department’s attention. We not ,.6'hly keep the 



Bureau’s'^telephone frame room, locked, the corridor doors are 
covered .\^th,^heavy sheet metal and cannot be. unlocked an^enter^ed 
from the cpirr^iHor. Entry to the room may be made only throughV 
our switchboard* where the .corridor door is locked at ailStimes/.

A recent survey! of the telephone facilities of 
the Cedar City Resident Agency revealed that ;the services 
are listed as "essential” but .there are ho security 
precautions installed in the line running from the 
telephone company, to the Cedar City Resident Agency. As 
the Bureau is aware, this Resident Agency was established 
in the Spring of 1969. By being declared "essential” the 
Mountain States. Telephone Company provides immediate, 
maintenance service in the event of service failure, but 
this classification does not imply t3& any form of security 
precaution on the line.. 

Examination of. the facilities revealed that the 
line is a . "dedicated line” extending from the frame roon 
of the telepho’ne buTfding to, the office space of the Cedar 
City Resident Agency located in the State'Highway Department 
building approximately one and one half miles away. It 
was discovered that this line is exposed in seven different^^

Assistant, called me this morning and staied that an alleged telephone man 
came in to the office on Wednesday, November 25, 1970, stating he was 
from the telephone company and desired to check the Congressman’s lines 
to the main box so they would be able to identify the circuits if and when— 
tthe Congressman’s Office was moved. / 


I _Itold me she failed to ask the man for credentials; 

however, she was present during the time he was in the office and she 
observed him dismantling one of the phones. She noted when he left the 
office that he did not proceed to any other Congressman’s office, which made 
her suspicious. She also stated that Chairman Rooney has no intention of 
moving from his present location in the Rayburn Building. 


She stated she became so concerned about the matter that she 
mentioned it to Chairman Rooney and he instructed her to call me and re¬ 
quest that the FBI check the telephones in his office to see whether they 
have been tampered with. 


RECOMMENDATION 


j - It is recommended that the Laboratory promptly arrange to 

/check the telephones in Chairman Rooney’s Office to determine whether
